And added- to them are the dolls of the 
Cuban babies in their bright dresses 
and the dolls of the Filipino baby, 
wooden and stiff, and the dolls of Ha- 
waii, tinj clay images dres>iV to repre- 
sent the prominent people of the na- 
tion. And then last, bi}t most interest- 
ing of all. there are the dolls of Alas- 
ka. The dolls of Alaska are not the 
few that have been taken up to the 
mining stores. These are novelties in 
the doll world of the north and are to 
be looked at through the store windows 
perhaps, but never handled. The Eski- 
mo babies have their own doils, with 
wbicb they have played every day 
since they were old enough to hold the 
tiny images in their hands. 


The best of tfie dolls are dressed in 


suits of fur like those worn by their 
small owners, and some of the roost 
elaborate have bead jewelry. Dolls are 
carved from bone and ivory when they 
are special gifts, and, although these 
are usually smaller than the wooden 
dolls, they are much finer and may not 
be played with every day. 


The ivory dolls are often like little 


images and are carved and dressed to 
illustrate some legend of the tribe. A 
favorite of these dolls is called the 
"owl girl." This doll has the round 
face of the bird, with its beak and 
feathers, but the body is that of 
child.

These nine 
acres, on which the mansion stands. 
are between the French Brond and 
Swannanoa rivers, overlooking the for- 
mer. To them was added farm after 
farm and tract after tract, until they 
aggregated 147,000 acres, lying in Bun- 
come, Transylvania 
and Hay wood 


counties. It is a single tract of field 
and forest and cost over $3,000,000. It 
includes Mount Pisgah, 5,737 feet high. 


The mansion, the cost of which is 


said to be ?7,000,000, was called by Mr. 
Vanderbilt Biltmore House, a combina- 
tion of his mother's maiden name, 
More, and the last syllable of his own. 


The boundary fence of Biltmore is 


more than 300 miles long. The farm 
consists of 9,000 acres of cleared land. 
The remainder of the estate is forest, 
including a range of mountains, a fish 
preserve and some of the most pictur- 
esque scenery east of the Rocky moun- 
tains. Twenjy-four hundred acres of 
the farm are under cultivation. The 
rest is park, pasture or land lying fal- 
low, resting until its turn comes to ba 
turned up by the plow. No field on the 
estate is planted for crops two years in 
succession. 


In the park are thirty-eight miles of 


macadamized pleasure drives. There 
are seventy-five miles of artificial wag- 
on road on the estate and 265 miles of 
trails in the forest, along the trout 
streams and over the mountains. These 
trails ure fifteen feet wide and clear of 
underbrush. There are also many miles 
of "shooting paths." cut at angles right 
and left from the roads and trails. The 
forest abounds in deer, grouse aud wild 
turkey, and the streams are alive with 
bass and trout. 


Srtr. Vanderbilt, however, takes more 


interest In his arboretum than in his 
gatoe preserves. It is said to be the 
largest and most expensive in the 
world, having more than 300,000 trees

The license bill is not as yet gener- 


ally uriderstcod and many versions 
of its privileges and restrictions are 
heard on every hand, A brief state- 
ment may clear some of the 
main 


points of the bill and explain its ap- 
plication 


Ther are eight classes of licenses, 


briefly: 
Class one, to inn holders; 


:lass two, to saloon keepers, class 
three, liquor, not to be drunk on the 
premises; class four, malt and light 
wines to be drunk on the premises; 
*lass five, druggists; class six, rail- 
road restaurants, 
malt 
and 
light 


wines; 
class 
seven .clubs; 
class 


sight, brewers and wholesalers. The 
'icense fees for these classes vary 
from the $10 charged a druggist to a 
'ee of $2<H)0 for brewers. 


Saloon keepers must be 
twenty- 


Ive years of age, citizens of the 
United States and residents of the 
lown or adjoining town and doing 
Business during the 
previous year. 


In a 
copartnership, 
one 
member 


must fulfil these qualifications of 
citizenship 
No gambling 
allowed 


and a bond must be given double the 
license fee The first violation takes 
the license privilege away for three 
years, the second for five years 
In 


case of death of a license holder a 
proportionate amount of the license 
'ee will be paid back if at least one 
month of the term remains. 


No liquor shall be soid to minors, 


intoxicated persons, habitual drunk- 
ards or to those concerning 
whom 


the bar keepers have received writ- 
ten notices not to sell to. No liquor

adulterated liquor shall be sold or

If adulterated liquor is sold, a fine

All licenses granted 
must be re- 


•wted to the city clerk at tha end of 
each month and are open to public 
nspection
